There has been collected a good 
series of Greenland red poll in 
juvenile plumage.

A series of purple sandpipers 
have also been obtained in their 
first juvenile plumage, which is 
unknown to most ornithologists. 

The region around Etah has spe- 
cial attractions for a botanist. Some 
fifty specimens of flowering plants 
can be found in bloom in a few 
minutes’ walk. Poppies, pinks, 
‘dandelions, daisies and buttercup 
can be gathered beside the gia- 
clers that touch theocean’s edge. 
In places the Kentucky blue grass 
forms a thick c though in 
general these plants do not grow 
tall, the willow bushes being only 
one or two inches high in favored 
situations.

Timothy grows so luxuriantly 
than an American farmer would 
be delighted at the fue prospect of 
a hay crop. 

Besides the larger plants, there 
are the lichens, which are the 
most conspicuous plant growths of 
all. They clothe the cliffa com- 
pletely, up to a height of 2000 
feet, in brilliant hues of orange 
and purple, which, in mosaic with 
green patches of grass and black 
where the birds have kept the 
rocks bare, produces a spectacie 
of color rivaling that of the Bad 
Lands. 

The species of animals are fewer 
in number and, with the excep- 
tion of the dovekies, or little auks, 
the number of individuals is also 
relatively small. The doveskies 
or bull birds, are present in swarms 
of incredible magnitude, crossing 
a bit of sky within a moment aft- 
er one has looked. Their cries 
resemble the laughter of a maniac, 
and the combined effect of the 
thousands of voices of a colony 
has been bewildering, after the 
airplanes stirred them up as they 
perch above their nests an arm's 
length, deep amid huge rocks.

PORTLAND (Or.) Aug. %80.— 
That more than $1,000,000 was re- 
ceived from the national forests of 
Cregon and Washington during the 
past fiscal year is shown by a 
statement issued dy the United 
States Forest Service. These re- 
ceipts accrued from sales of gov- 
ernment timber, grazing fees, spe- 
clal use permits and other 
laneous business. 

Under existing laws, 25 per cent 
of all national forest receipts are 
returned to the States in which 
they accrue, for the road and 
school fund. An additional 10 per 
cent is made available for use by 
the Forest Service for road and 
trail work. 

The foregoing furnishes an in- 
teresting contrast with some of the 
European countries having crown 
or national foresta. In Sweden. 
for instance, it is said that only 
33-10 per cent of the crown for- 
est receipts are returned to the 
local communes.

PHONE RIVALRY. 
WILL DISAPPEAR 


LINCOLN (Neb.) Aug. 30.—The 
last vestige of competition in the 
telephone business in Nebraska will 
disappear within a few weeks with 
the purchase by the Farmers’ In- 
dependent Telephone Company of 
the competing exchange at Red 
Cloud of the Lincoln Telephone 
and Telegraph Company and by 
the Blair Telephone Company of 
the Northwestern Bell's Exchange 
at Blair. The Bell and the Lin- 
coln companies are the vital fac- 
tors in the industry in the State. 
the former having the most sta- 
tions and the latter the most ex- 
changes. In each case the citizens, 
tired of dual service and double 
costs, obtained the order from the 
State Railway Commission. 
| The Bell was the first in the field, 
but had not been able to fully 
cover the State at the time the 
basic on the telephone 


but all other towns without ex- 
changes formed local companies 
and proceeded to give service to 
town and country alike. The 
farmer, independent as usual, built 
their own lines in many sections, 
operating them as mutual and 
paying an average of $6 a year to 
be switched to town exchange sub- 


bers. 

There are still 212 independent 
com panies in the State, 
but only about a fourth of them 
pald dividends last year. In some 
cases the owners, merchants and 
professional men of the small 
towns, are willing to furnish serv- 
ice at cost because the operation 
of the exchange gives them control 
of their trade territory. while 
others have been hammering at the 
doors of the two large companies, 
begging to be bought. The Lincoln 
company started to battle the Bell 
in the capital city, compelled the 
latter, some years ago, to withdraw 
from all of the territory south of 
the Platte and for a 160 miles west 
of the Missouri, al! its exchanges 
being taken over by the Lincoln 
company, which then proceeded to 
buy out the local competing ex- 
changes. The history of most of 
the small companies was the same. 
Their owners knew nothing of de- 
preciation or maintenance, and 
either ate up their property in 
large dividen or low rates so 
that when rebuilding and replace- 
ment costs became heavy they had 
no money to meet these expendi- 
tures, ese properties have been 
bought by one or the other of the 
large companies, until the Lincoln

SHANGHAI (China) Aug. 16.— 

Indignation over the address made 
by L. T. Chen, secretary of the na- 
tional committee of the Y.M.C.A. 
at the. recent Pan-Pacific confer- 
ence in Honolulu, still is being 
voiced by the British press of 
Shanghai. It is asserted that Chen 
deliberately misrepresented the 
facts of the Shanghai student riots 
in an endeavor to appeal for 
American support for the students. 

The attack on Mr. Chen is in 
line with the. widespread criticism 
of the attitude of the T. M. C. A. in 
China with regard to the present 
The Chinese Na- 
as far as its 
present administration is con- 
cerned, a Chinese institution. How- 
ever, much of the fund for its 
support come from America. From 
the outset, the T. M. C. A. has taken 
a decided stand in favor of the 
students and it has even been as- 
serted that leaders of the Y.M.C.A. 
movement are also leaders of the 
present agitation against the for- 
elgner in China. Evidence in sup- 
port of these assertions has come 
from many places in China where 
the T. M. C. A. carries on its work. 
As an instance of its antiforeign 
activities there can be cited a let- 
ter received from a missionary at 
Hangchow the capital of Chekiang 
Province. He writes: 

That the preaching of hatred 
has been taken up as one of the 
chief activities of this so-called 
Christian association is evident. On 
July 21 the T. Mu. C. A. here had a 
public moving-picture performance 
but in every intermission lantern 
slides depicting the corpses of the 
Shanghai rioters of May 30 were 
shown. This, in spite of the fact 
that several foreigners were pres- 
ent. The Chinese inscriptions un- 
der these pictures which were 
shown again and again stated that 
these were the bodies of the Chi- 
nese barbarously killed by the for- 
eigners. 

“One of the foreigners present, 

an American, wrote a letter to the 
secretary of the T. Mu. C. A. objecting 
to the screening of antiforeign 
propaganda as likely to stir up un- 
fair antipathy and suggesting that 
the purpose of this Christian Asso- 
ciation was to preach Christianity 
and love for all mankind. In this 
high capacity, he suggested, the 
V. M. C. A. should be heading the 
conciliatory element, and en- 
couraging Christian brotherhood 
socially and racially. He put it to 
the secretary that the membership 
of foreigners was not wanted since 
they were invited over to be in- 
sulted by the screening of anti- 
foreign pictures.” 
In juste to many of the foreign 
T. M. C. A. workers in China it must 
be said that not all of them are 
agreeable to the use of the organi- 
zation for propaganda purposes 
Several have taken the position 
that the Chinese Y.M.C.A. should 
keep entirely aloof from political 
discussion and leave the settle- 
ment of the Shanghai Incident and 
other subsequent disturbances to 
the Chinese government and 
the foreign powers. Their opin- 
ion, however, has been com- 
pletely over-ridden by the Chinese 
membership and a section of the 
foreign directors who feel that op- 
position to the feelings of the Chi- 
nese would provoke hostilities 
toward the organization.

Metal Industry at Standstill and Proposal of Labor

Dark clouds first gathered on 
the industrial horizon as far back 
as February last, owing to the de- 
pression in the metal market. The 
whole country was then in a criti- 
cal economic position but, beyond a 
partial lock-out in the textile in- 
dustry in June, and local strikes of 
meta] workers, a real crisis was 
averted for some time. An 
eleventh-hour agreement which 
gave rise to hopes of a permanent 
settlement in the metallurgi¢al in- 
dustry was, however, suddenly 
repudiated by the workers with the 
result that there are now more 
than 80,000 of these men on 
strike. 
This industry, as one of thb larg- 
est consumers of coal and natural 
products, plays a capital part in 
the economic organization of the 
country. The first effecte of the 
strike were felt in the coal-mining 
industry, where enormous stocks 
have accumulated on account not 
only of reduced home consumption 
but also by reason of increased for- 
eign competition.

Harly used for some time for sci- 
entific purposes in the Royal Ob- 
servatory, London, and on large 
numbers of micrometers, instru- 
ments. for measuring microsciupic 
angles. 

One of the lenses of that all- 
Important instrument, the trans- 
it circle, is crossed by a network 
of gossamer threads. These are 
set in perfect parallel lines hori- 
zontally and vertically in this and 
numerous other instruments and 
they ald the scientist in his intri- 
cate measurements and in deter- 
mining with accuracy the meridi- 
an.—[Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


LARGE LUMBER CENTER 

There was a time not so many 
years ago when Pennaylvania head- 
ed the list of timber-growing 
States. Now, because of ruthless 
cutting and lack of scientific re- 
forestation, it ranks about twen- 
tieth. In spite of the scarcity of 
wood within the State, Philadel- 
phla handles about 600,000,000 
board feet of lumber annually. 
About 80 per cent of this wood 
enters the city by rail and is used 
for a variety of purposes includ- 
ing factory and house pbuilding, 
hip construction, boxing and 
erating. About 75,000,000 board 
feet are sent out of the city an- 
nmually in the shape of furniture, 
toys, talking machine and radio 
cabinets and other manufactured 
articles.

WHEAT VALUES 
SHOW DECLINE 


New Recessions Expected 
by Observers 
Liquidation on in 
During Week 
Prices Near Bottom 
—

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—Decline in 
wheat values the past week of 
8 1-4 @ 10 cents from the high of 
the previous week was regarded 
by many traders as due largely to 
the market having gone stale on 
the bull side, and when the pre- 
delivery day liquidation set in, it 
found support lacking. Some furth- 
er recession is to be expected, as 
close observers see it, but in quar- 
ters that have been very right on 
the market of late, the belief pre- 
valls that the decline is nearing its 
end, and that the selling side 
should be avoided around the pres- 
ent level. 

The break in whéat values has 
not changed the domestic supply 
and demand to any extent and 
while there is a feeling that the 
private crop reports on spring 
wheat may suggest an increase of 
10,000,000 bushels in the spring 
grain yield due to the higher par, 
the final estimate for all wheat for 
the season will be under 700,000,- 
000 bushels, compared with 873,- 
000,000 bushels harvested last year. 


CONTINUED EXPORTS 


The smallest exports from the 
United States in the past 50 years 
have been 44,000,000, and with an 
established export flour trade that 
has cost millions of dollars to 
bulld up, millers will continue to 
make sales abroad despite the 
handicap ot having to higher 
grain than anadian 
mills. After allowing for the du- 
rum wheat in the northwest which 
must go for export, as it is not 
wanted in this country, and the 
surplus on the Pacific Coast, there 
is a very close adjustment of sup- 
plies to demand east of the Rockies,

Dispatch Tells of Finding 

Submerged Town 

Meninx Place of Dreams 
and Idleness 


Peculiar Fruit Eliminated 
Worldly Cares

[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
_ WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Blase 
New York, scurrying to business 
through the sabway, over the ele- 
vated, or atop a bus, was startled 
the other morning at a little news 
item tn the New York World. This 
dispatch, carrying the aroma of 
romance and legend, appeared be- 
neath a report of a society wed- 
ding, to the right of a political 
story, and to the left of a crime 
story. . 

For a front page story it was a 
little exotic. It was under a Lon- 
don datt line and was an exclusive 
story. It carried the information 
that a treasure galley, laden heav- 
ily, had been found lying across 
one of the streets of a submerged 
city, The discovery, said the story. 
Was made between the Island of 
Jerba and the African mainland. 


CITY OF JERBA 

If you glance at a map of North- 
ern Africa, begin. at the city of 
Tripoli, and follow the coast west- 
ward past the Jefara Plain until 
you come to the Gulf of Gabes. 
Then cross the gulf on a line which 
would take you through the city of 
Tunis and you will stumble over 
Jerba, also known as Gerba, Gerbi, 
and Djerba. 

In ancient times Jerba was called 
Meninx. Meninx was the land of 
those . of idleness—the 
lotus-eaters. It is strange that 
nothing has been written of 
Meninx. A perusal of records of 
antiquity faile to reveal mention 
either of it or Jerba. But, from 
what is given by Greek writers 
about lotus-eaters, it is almost defi- 
nitely established that this is where 
they idled away their lives. 

These people, whoever they were, 
famed in classic myth and epic 
poem, ifved a life utterly free from 


worldly care and strife. Their 
h on existence was untroubled 
by Outside interference, for any 


who chanced to visit them became 
addicted to the mode of living and 
never left. They ate the fruit .of 
the lotus a genus which is con- 
fused in the classification of plants. 
there being no definite information 
as to what it was. There are sev- 
eral trees and plants which are 
said to be the ancient lotus. 

These people made wine from 
the juice of the lotus or ate the 
fruit whole. It is said to have 
been sweet and palatable beyond 
deacription and, after once tasting 
it, the individual «cared no more 
about the world without, but was 
content to live out his life in indo- 
lent pleasure. 

There were no property, no in- 


stitutions, no government, no or- 
ganized society. Everything was 
free and aceful. No laws ham- 
pered the habits of the lotus-eaters. 


Surrounded and laved by the beau- 
tiful azure waters of the Mediter- 
gentle breezes, and soothed to in- 
difference by the. juice of the de- 
licious lotus, they played and 
dreamed. 


SOME TRUTH IN THE LEGEND 
That there must have been some 


truth to the legend is evinced by 
its recurrence in the accounts of 
various Greek writers. Witness 
the Odyssey wherein Homer de- 
scribes the visit of Ulysses to the 
island. Forewarned, the wary 
Ithacan wanderer would have 
nothing to do with the lotus fruit 
and neither would most of his 
sailors. Two of them, however, 
partook of it, and at the taste were 
straightway overcome by its ef- 
fects, They were boun by the 
rest of the crew and conducted to 
the black ship, weeping violently 
because they were compelled to 
leave but offering no resistance. 

The lotus, however, was also 
sup to have grown in Egypt, 
which ig often referred to as the 
land of the lotu One tree, said 
to have been the original lotus, is 
indigenous to bya. Many 
cho believe that Meninx was 
peopled by these ancient Libyans, 
who, perhaps, had moved there 
when Egypt became involved in an- 
cient wars, seeking to escape the 
complexity and bustie of rising 
civilization. 

The lotus flower was used as a 
decoration: by the Romans. Many 
murals have lotus flowers inscribed 
upon them, and one villa was fa- 
mous because it had six lotus trees 
growing on its grounds. Trees 
such as th are believed to have 
been im ed from Northern 
Africa in the days of Rome's early 
maritime ventures. 

The discovery of the galley and 
the city have enthused the world's 
eminent archaeologists. Count de 
Prorok, the French explorer at 
Carthage, has left his work on the 
ancient Queen of Cities to spend 
three months at Jerba. As the gal- 
ley is lying across one of the streets 
of the submerged city, it probably 
sank centuries after the latter had 
Ais appeared. Several vases have 
already been recovered and sub- 
marine cameras are being used to 
take pictures of the site. 

The little news dispatch gives 
rise to the speculation that the 
eity is ancient Meninx. Future de- 
velopments may shed more light 
on the subject and reveal the se- 
crets of the lotus-eaters.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.— Crude 
petroleum production in the Unit- 
ed States in 1924 amounted to 713,- 
940,000 barrels, a decrease of 1%,- 
467,000 barrels from the 1923 fig- 
ure. A Bureau of Mines announce- 
ment today showed that the heavi- 
est output in 1924, as in 1923, 
came from the midcontinent field, 
which produced 375,479,000 dar- 
rels, an increase of 27,019,000 bar- 
rels over 1923, It was the only 
field to show an Increase. 
Production in California was 
greater than in any other State 
with 228,933,000 barrels, a decrease 
of 33,943,000 under the previous 
year. Oklahoma was second with 
173,538,000 barrels, an increase of. 


12,069,000. 
in Texas amounted 


Production 
to 134,522,000 barrels, an increase 
of 3.499.000. 

Crude petroleum tmports in 
1924 amounted to 77.778.000 bar- 
rels, a decrease of 4,204,000 bar- 
rels under 1923, Ot the. 1824 to- 
tal, 73,979,000 barrels came from 
Mexico. 

Petroleum exports were 17,973,- 
000 barrels, an increase of 688,000 
barrels over 1923. Of this amount, 
10,992,000 barrels wete sent to 
2 The department estimate 
that the total value at the wells 
of the nation’s 1924 petroleum 
output, was $1.022,638,000, an in- 
crease of 344.288.000 over 1923. 
The average value per barrel of 
petroieum was $1.43 in 19234 and

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—A sav- 
ing of $1,000,000 a year to the 
government could be brought about 
if people would use $2 bills more 
extensively, the United States Bu- 
reau of Efficiéncy said today in con- 
tinuing its campaign the 
excessive use of $1 bills. 

“The $1 bill has its proper place 
in the currency scheme, but as a 
result. of mere habit, it has come 
to be used out of that place,” said 
the bureau. “The public is using 
$1 bills where it should use twos, 
fives and tens This is causing the 
bulk of the paper money in banks 
and business establishments to be- 
come too large. Wherever it is 
necessary to count almost any sum 
of money the task is greater than 
it should be because there are so 
many small bills in the e. 
It is obvious that it would take 
more time to count $1000 in $1 
bills than tn $10 dun. 

“Tt is obvious, also that ft will 
coat the government more to keep 
$1000 in $1 bills in circulation than 
it wil] $1000 in $10 bills. The ex- 
cessive use of $1 bills places a di- 
reit burden on the taxpayer. A 
change of habit in this respect 
probably would save the taxpayer 
$1,000,000 a year in printing at 
its money, shop. 4 

“A further act of unwisdom on 
the part of the public is tts avoid- 
ance of the $2 bill based on a mere 
superstition coming down from 
old gambling days that it ie un- 
lucky. This foolish superstition 
should be brushed aside in the in- 
terest of money efficiency and the 
$2 bill should be given its proper 
place in the currency.”

MILES AN HOUR 


Tt is cheering to learn that mo- 
tor-car accidents are not wholly 
products of this age. Because of 
the lack of driving ski. possessed 
by pioneer owners, as well as the 
lack of mechanical: perfection pos- 
sessed by the earliest go-devils, 
motor-car accidents were then in 
greater ratio to the number of 
ears in use than they are today.

E GAVE NO TIPs } 

One good thing that may be said about 
Southern California, among many others, is 
that tourists are not preyed upon by those 
from whom they expect service. At many 
of the seaside resorts on the Atlantic Coast 
guests at hotels and restaurants soon come 
to know that if they are not pretty free in 
handing out tips they will be neglected by 
waiters and others in the position of servi- 
tors, but out here, while petty gratuities 
are accepted, to withhold them is no dis- 
grace and carries with it no sort of penalty. 

At all the big hotels in the large cities 
of the East a guest is looked at askance, 
if be tries to avoid tipping and, even 
though it is against his principles, he 
comes around to it in the majority of cases, 
for if he does not he is made to feel that 
he has committed a grave offense. 

A traveler from California recently at- 
tempted the experiment of living ten days 
at a New York hotel. His experiences were 
summed up in the following harrowing ro- 
port: “Eight days at the hotel and then:

As a general 
rule guests are made to feel at home, and 
if they hand out no tips they are not mis- 
treated. 


IRISHMAN'’S SHEET | 
Numberless people have laughed at 
the ancient joke of the Irishman who, when 
de found the sheet on his bed was too short 
to cover his feet, cut a strip from the top 
of it and sewed it on at the bottom. But 


that Irishman today is in good company. 


In its financial housekeeping the whole 
American nation is doing just what Patrick 
did. In fact, we are improving on his 
performance. We are actually shortening 
the sheet at one end more rapidly than we 
are jJengthening it at the other. 


The sheet suffering from this alternate 
major and minor operation is the desire 
for a reduction in tax burdens. The ten- 
ant who finds it impossible to make the 
sheet fit the bed is the worried and restless 
taxpayer. President Coolidge carefully 
and skillfully adjusts the sheet so that the 
shoulders of the rest-seeker shall no longer 
be exposed to the cold draughts of exces- 
sive Federal levies. And quicker than the 
head of the nation can lengthen his tax re- 
duction sheet an army of local snippers 
and clippers keeps cutting it off at the other 
end, leaving still more of the poor tax- 
payer’s feet exposed to the icy air of debt. 

Gen. H. M. Lord, director of the Federal 
Bureau of the Budget, has summed up this 
alternate lengthening and shortening of the 
sheet in one succinct paragraph. He says: 
“Four years ago the cost of government 
was divided approximately 60 per cent 
Federal government and 40 per cent State 
and local governments. This ratio in the 
last four years has been more than re 
versed, standing today approximately at 36 
per cent Federal and 64 per cent State and 
local.” 

Not much use for the President to make 
the taxpayer snug and warm at one end 
while small politicians and petty local offi- 
cilals keep leaving him more naked at the 
other. Our army of State and county and 
city cake eaters are like the devils in the 
parable. Finding the treasury. house nicely 
swept and garnished by efficient Federal 
cleaners and decorators they swarm like 
flies into the attractive chamber: “and the 
last state of that house is worse than the 
first.” 

The remedy, of course, rests with the 
sovereign citizen and taxpayer. How much 
longer is he going to let the local seamsters 
snip away his economy sheet at one end as 
fast as the master of the house keeps length- 
ening it at the other? 


Nowhere is the business aphorism that 
“one never loses money by taking a profit” 
more true than in the Los Angeles and 
Southern California realty field, and early 
investors, who sold their property at a 
small advantage and since have been kick- 
ing themselves metaphorically for not hav- 
ing held on longer, may console themselves 
with the thought that, ff they and their 
thousands of prototypes had not sold when 
they did, values would probably not have 
increased with the regularity that they 
have during the last ten years.

Dean Hunt shows that he has been digging 
pretty deeply into the musty archives of 


‘the past, for he sets forth in the San Fran- 
‘cisco Chronicle the outline of a record that 


the first American flag ever seen in Cali- 
fornia was made by Capt. James P. Arther 
and by him hoisted over the hide heuse of 
which he had charge in San Diego in 1829. 
Capt. Arther was a New Englander, and at 
the time he unfurled the flag he was second 
mate of the ship Brookline of Boston. Mr. 


George W. Greene, a seaman, assisted Capt. 


Arther in making and raising the ensign. 


Ask any bright schoolboy who first raised 
the flag of his country over California soil 
and his answer, in 99 cases out of 100, would 
be “Commodore Sloat,” and he would give 
the date as July 7, 1846; but, though his- 
tory does not record them, there probably 
were several other early flag-raisings which 
antedated that of Sloat, though it is not 
in the least likely that any of them pre- 
ceded the San Diego flag-floating of 1829, 
the record of which is contained in an old 
book by William H. Thomas, the title 
of which is “On Land and Sea” and which 
narrates the writer’s experiences along 
these shores long before Dana’s “Two 
Years Before the Mast.” And ft is to the 
credit of Dean Hunt, who dug up this old 
record, and to the honor of San Diego that 
this new and interesting page is added to 
the annals of California. Dean Hunt has 
no patience with those writers who confuse 
the Bear flag raised by the revolutionary 
followers of William B. Ide with the na 
tional banner and who give Ide the honor 
of raising the flag prior to Commodore 
Sloat, or rather Midshipman William P. To- 
ler, whom Sloat directed to raise it. 


But there is another well-authenticated 
flag-raising which superseded the Sloat per- 
formance by four years. While Gen. Mi- 
cheltorena, in 1842, was on his way from 
Mexico to California to occupy the guber- 
natorial chair, Commodore Jones, who is 
said to have been distantly related to that 
other commodore of the same name who 
performed some glorious deeds of dar- 
ing on the Atlantic during our Revolu- 
tionary War, was on his way from South 
America to Monterey to seize California in 
the name of the United States, having 
heard at Callao that his country had de- 
clared war on Mexico. The commodore en- 
tered the harbor, occupied Monterey with- 
out resistance and proudly raised the flag. 
but, learning that a state of war did not. 
exist, he hauled it down again and apolo- 
gized to the commandante. It was a sign 
of Mexican graciousness that when Com- 
modore Jones afterward met Gov. Michel- 
torena at Los Angeles he was very politely 
received and his apologies accepted with a 
friendly gesture. 

But the commodore had only anticipated 
the inevitable, for it was what President 
Polk had termed “the manifest destiny” of 
California that the flag of the Union should 
wave over her before the middle of the 
nineteenth century.

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BARTHELMESS TAKES 
HONORS IN COMEDY 


“Shore Leave“ at Loew's Proves

Judging from _the reception be- 
ing accorded “Shore Leave” at 
Loew’s this week, nothing hence- 
forth will satisfy the Richard Bar- 
thelmess fans but to have their 
favorite in light comedy-dramas. 
He may have been a romantically 
thrilling hero in his serious offer- 
ings, but in his latest, which is 
gestful and tremendously funny, he 
is by far a more effective character. 
ere is a picture which has 
neither plot nor villain. The bulk 
of the film is given over to close- 
ups of the star and his leading 
woman, Dorothy Mackaill. And yet 
there’s not a wearisome moment 
in it. 80 deep-rooted is the spec- 


tator's interest in the couple that 


their every meeting is a climax. 
The suspense is maintained until 
the final embrace—and it's real 
suspense, too, for you're never 
quite certain, irrespective of how 
movie-wise you may be, as to just 
what the ending will be. 

“Shore Leave” depicts an old- 
maid dressmaker’s love for a sailor 
in the United States Navy. It is 
essentially a one-way affection, for 
the girl is sincere and the man ifs 
as forgetful as might be expected 
under the circumstances. 

It could easily heave been a mel- 
odrama, brimming with hokum. It 
could with equal facility have been 
a so-called gripping drama. Hap- 
pily, it is neither. Which is why 
it is the excellent entertainment 
that it is. 

I do not recall when I've seen 
Barthelmess to such good acvan- 
tage as he appears in the role of 
“Bilge” Smith, sailor. His assimi- 
lation of all the little mannerisms 
of gobdom, his hard-boiled attitude 
toward everything in general and 
women in rticular, his very hu- 
manness, all make the portrayal « 
delectable one. 

The comic side of his portrayal 
lies in his endeavor to uphold the 
tradition of sailormen toward 
women. He calls the girl “sister” 
and hands her a conversational 
line which is ludicrous because of 
the seriousness with which he de- 
livers it. 

There’s an official “touch” to 
“Shore Leave“ which makes it dif- 
ferent from any picture dealing 
with naval characters I have ever 
seen. Inasmuch as the film was 
made with the co-operation of the 
United States Navy, it is quite 
obvious that they wouldn't permit 
any hokum to enter into it. The 
sailors are not depicted as sea- 
going angels; they're shown as 
men whose environment has made 
them unlike men in other walks of 
life. It's a bit of realiem that counts 
a great deal and which adds a com- 
pelling force to many of the situa- 
tions.

ANOTHER DOG STORY 


Peter the Great Reason for 
Improbable Film at 
Criterion 

“Wild Justice” at the Criterion 
Theater this week is the second 
starring vehicle of Peter the Great, 
one of our most promising younger 
canine stars. 


Dog fanciers and lovers of the 
great open spaces, especially when 
said open spaces are beautifully 
covered with snow and salt, will 
undoubtedly find the picture a great 
treat. Photographically, it will 
rank with the best of the year’s 
output, for at times the scenes 
have such depth as to seem stereo- 
scopic. However, the story itself
